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PREFACE 

For  any  one  desiring  to  take  a  systematic  course  of  Bi- 
ble study  an  outline  book  is  almost  a  necessity.  This  Lesson 
Book  was  made  to  help  the  student  in  getting  a  good  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

It  divides  the  study  into  four  Courses,  I.  II.  III.  IV., 
with  a  lesson  arranged  for  each  week  of  the  ordinary  school 
year. 

But  there  are  four  special  features  about  the  book  which 
seemed  to  justify  the  making  of  it. 

1.  The  questions  for  study  are  based  upon  the  new  para- 
graphing found  in  the  American  Standard  Revision,  while  of 
course  any  Ve  sion  may  be  used  for  the  study.  The  refer- 
ences are  so  given  as  to  chapter  and  verse  that  the  student 
knows  exactly  where  to  begin  reading  and  where  to  stop. 

2.  Every  student  ought  to  read  some  of  the  Bible  every 
day.  When  there  is  only  one  lesson  a  week  to  prepare  it  is 
usually  prepared  the  night  before  it  comes.  But  in  this  Les- 
son Book  there  are  sub-divisions  with  one  page  to  be  stud- 
ied each  morning  and  one  each  evening  for  five  days  in  the 
week.  By  this  arrangement  every  chapter  in  the  Bible  will 
have  been  studied  when  the  course  is  completed. 

3.  By  no  means  the  least  important  feature  is  this:  at 
the  end  of  each  lesson  is  a  blank  space  where  the  student 
is  to  write  while  studying,  A.  Note^-and  Observations;  B. 
Words  to  be  studied;  |C.  Quotations  and  References;  D  Mem- 
ory Verses.  This  mikes  the  study  so'hiich  more  interest- 
ing for  both  student  knd  teacher .- 

4.  The  book  contatns-no'-question-— that  hints  of  a  bias 
for  any  denomination  or  special  creed.
